“ The City Coun cil of the City of 
Sikeston on behalf of said City has 
authorized an d directed m yself as 
M ayor an d the City Attorn ey to 
protest the proposed n atural gas 
rate in crease by the Associated 
N atural Gas Co. 
“ We respectfully request that the 
Public Service Commission m ake 
a thorough an d complete in vesti­ 
gation of the proposed rate in ­ 
crease an d in particular con sider 
the followin g, to-wit: 
“ 1. That the Associated N atural 
Gas Compan y has not been in op­ 
eration for a sufficien t len gth of 
tim e to determ in e whether or n ot 
the operation is profitable un der 
the presen t rate schedule. 
“ 2. That the Associated N atural 
Gas Co. is servin g on ly a limited 
n um ber of users in the various 
town s an d is still in the con struc­ 
tion stage of developmen t. 
“3. T hat in this form ulative stage 
of developmen t n o accurate evalu­ 
ation can bo established on the 
system for true rate m akin g pur­ 
poses. 
“ 4. That the proposed schedule 
of in creased rates is n ot fairly 
distributed 
amon g 
the

types of users. 
“ We further request that the 
Public Service Commission set the 
m atter for hearin g giv ing the par­ 
ties sufficien t tim e to in vestgate 
an d study the queston s in volved.

Vigorous action to clean up la­ 
bor conditions in Missouri and 
the Midwest was called for today 
by the Missouri State Chamber of 
Commerce in a letter to Herbert 
Brownell, Jr., United States at­ 
torney general. 
The Chamber letter cited recent 
press 
reports 
that 
the 
United 
States attorney for Eastern Mis­ 
souri does not have sufficient per­ 
sonnel to adequately investigate 
and prosecute alleged cases of la­ 
bor racketeering and give proper 
assistance to grand jury investi­ 
gations, and urged the attorney 
general “to see that federal laws 
are enforced against labor leaders 
as well as other violators.” 
The letter also pointed to recent 
grand jury reports and congres­ 
sional investigations which it says 
“pictured Midwest labor condi­ 
tions and law enforcement in a 
very bad light. If vigorous action 
is not taken to clean up the sit­ 
uation by the law enforcement 
agencies and 
legislative bodies 
where present laws are inade­ 
quate, the consequences to the 
economic health and growth of 
the Midwest can be very serious.” 
The Chamber told the attorney

urging 
the 
strengthening of Missouri laws “to 
provide 
protection 
from

violence, extortion and coercion.”

The first defense witness called 
upon completion of the govern­ 
ment’s case Wednesday was Sam ­ 
uel Tucker, 81, a long-time friend 
of the Hall family. 
Tucker managed the telephone 
exchange, in Hall’s home town, 
Pleasanton, Kas., for 40 years un­ 
til his retirement in 1947. 
He testified he had known Hall 
since birth, 
that he considered 
him a normal boy who grew up 
like most boys in small tow’ns 
except that his father’s wealth 
provided him with more luxuries 
than most. 
Tucker said Carl’s mother, Mrs. 
John Austin Hall, began to have 
trouble w’ith the boy about money 
after the death of her husband, 
a successful country lawyer. At 
that time Carl was 12 years olcL 
Tucker said the real trouble bei 
gan after Carl’s second enlistment 
in the Marine Corps in 1942. He 
explained that Hall’s first enlist­ 
ment had been the result of his 
mother’s efforts when she felt the 
boy needed military discipline. He 
was 18 then. After the second en­ 
listment, he began to press his 
mother for money. She was ill at 
the time. 
The witness said young Hall’s 
parents were from old respectable 
Kansas families, all prominent in 
their communities. He said Carl 
himself had been sent to a mili­ 
tary school and had attended Wil­ 
liam Jewell College, Liberty, Mo. 
Two young men who grew up 
with Hall in Polasanton recalled 
him as “just a normal boy who 
lived in one of the finest houses 
in town.”
